Police Raid Italian Quarter and Confiscate All the Firearms 
Discovered —-Have Tendency to ‘Shoot Up” Things 
During Hot Weather—Subway Inadequate 


New York, Aug. 5.—During recent 
years the number of crimes in which 
firearms were used showed an increase 
so tremendous that the authorities 
throughout the country realized the 
necessity of putting a stop to the prac- 
tiee of carrying guns, Efforts to reg- 
ulate and control the sale of fire arms 
by law were made in several states, 
but owing to the difficulty of framing 
these laws so that they would stand 
the test of constitutionality, the re- 
sults were not particularly satisfactory. 
In this city the police authorities, in 
their endeavor to put a stop to the 
carrying of concealed weapons, m ade. 
a number of raids in different parts of 
the city and the number of guns and 
stilettos conflseated at a single raid in 
the Italian quarter of Manhattan was 
simply appalling. Since the last raid, 
which was a few months ago, the in- 
habitants of Little Italy must have 
found means to replenish their stock 
of firearms, for seareely a day passes 
that does not bring the report of one 
or more shooting affrays in the Ital- 
fan quarter of the city. 

It may have been the extremely hot 
weather, or some other cause that had 
a tendency to bring the murderous in- 
stincts of il!-balanced individuals fo 
the snapping point. Whatever the 
cause may have been, it brought about 
a perfect epidemic of crimes of a sim- 
ilar nature.
